WASHINGTON, D.C.--The department of human kinetics and leisure 
studies (HKLS) at the George Washington University will offer 
a series of five semester-long workshops, designed for travel industry 
professionals, for the Institute of Certified Travel Agents. 

The workshops will begin in early September on the GWU campus.

There is also an over-all review 
at the end of studies to insure that candidates meet all criteria and 
are professionally qualified. 

The course is designed for travel industry professionals who meet 
the following entrance requirements: the minimum age for final certi¬ 
fication is 25; the CTC candidate must have had at least five years 
previous experience with a duly recognized travel agency in the U.S. or 
Canada by the time final certification application is made; CTA candi¬ 
dates must meet the five year entrance requirement in a travel related 
industry.
